The 
interpreter having explained the compliment, 
they returned an an{wer, which was alfo ex- 
plained. This ceremony tock up a quarter 
of an hour, and the ambafladors then reti- 
red to the apartments prepared for them, 
having a guard of honor of fifty men, with 
a colour and an cfficer given them. 

The next day all the marine officers vi- 
ficed them, and were received after the Afi- 
atic manner, fprinkling them with rofe wa- 
ver, and offering eacha filver difh, with 
four apartments filled with different fpices, 
and another filled with {mall rofes. All the 
different corps of the town were in turn in- 
troduced, andthe municipality had fent them 
a large prefent of {fpices, wax candles, 
gloves, pomatums and effences. In the e- 
vening they went to the comedy, where 
they threw a quantity of filver among the 
populace, and faw the opera of Richara 
Coeur de Lion, and. a pantomime called Le 
Vauxkall de Londres. 

On the 12th they vifited the arfenal, and 
faw them caft a cannon.
